Severe quake 
rocks Tehran 
buildings 


TEHRAN, Iran (UPl) — A sev ere 
earthquake shook buildings in this Ira­ 
nian capital Saturday and knocked out 
instruments and recording equipment in 
the Tehran univ ersity’s geophysics de­ 
partment. 
There was no immediate report on ca­ 
sualties or damage. 
“ The shock was extremely sev ere and 
has completely put cur Tehran m aster 
clock out of order and we are in no posi­ 
tion to record anything at present,” a 
geophysics spokesman at the univ ersity 
said. 
The department said, howev er, it had 
receiv ed 
rue ge 
ehran tgn 
receiv ed an urgent message from the 
Shiraz geophysics center confirming a 
“ most sev ere shock” 440 miles north of 
Shiraz — putting it in th general area of 
Tehran, which is about 450 miles north of 
Shiraz. 
The Shiraz seismic observ atory said 
the trem or occurred at 9 :37 a.m. ED f 
with a force of six to six and one-half' on 
the Mercali scale. 
The geophysics: department in Tehran 
said it did not know where the shock was 
centered because of its damaged equip­ 
ment but believ ed it wras not v ery far 
from Tehran because of the “ intensity” 
of the shock. 
The quake was felt so strongly in Teh­ 
ran that it shook most of the buildings in 
the capital.

Hew England hit by heavy 
rains and flash flooding

Heav y rains and flooding v irtually dis­ 
abled the southern two thirds of Vermont 
Saturday and Hash flood conditions were 
reported in lour New England states and 
eastern New York. 
Gov . Thomas Salmon of Vermont de­ 
clared a state of emergency and acti­ 
v ated the National Guard as many cities 
were isolated by high waters. 
The National Weather Serv ice issued 
flash flood warnings for Vermont, New 
Hampshire, western Massachusetts, Con­ 
necticut and extreme eastern New York. 
A flash flood watch was posted for the 
rem ainder of New England. 
Mobile homes were reported floating in 
the Black Riv er near Wilmington, Vt., 
which got nearly fiv e inches of rain in 
six hours. Auto campers floated in the 
Black Riv er near Plymouth. 
Water rose to four feet in parts cf Nor­ 
wich, Vt.. and there was no drinking wa­ 
ter there. Water from taps was muddy. 
Streets in Barre. Vt.. were under a 
foot of water and 250 persons were ev a­ 
cuated from the Mountain 
H om e Trailer 
Park in West Brattleboro. 
Eight persons were rescued by a Na­ 


tional Guard helicopter at Bridgewater, 
Vt., and sev en feet of water stood in the 
General Electric Co. plant at Ludlow. An 
elderly couple was ev acuated by boat 
from a home on the banks of Bloody 
Creek. 
A bridge carrying Vermont 7 ov er al­ 
ternate Vermont 4 was washed out and 
roads were impassable in many parts of 
the state. 
The rains, which began Friday night, 
dumped up to sev en inches in parts of 
Vermont. In New York state, parts of 
which receiv ed fiv e inches of rain in 24 
hours, the rains tapered off by Saturday 
afternoon, but heav y rainfall continued 
into the afternoon in western Massachu- 
settes. 
The Eilenv ille, N.Y.. area had serious 
flooding and the chairm an of the Ulster 
County Legislature declared the area a 
disaster area. Water flowed down Cape 
Av enue, the main street in Ellenv ille. 
Sixty to 190 persons were ev acuated by 
helicopter from the Broken Wheel Cam­ 
pground in eastern Rensselaer County, 
New York, while waters of the Little 
Hoosick Riv er ov erflowed their banks. 
Trailers inthe area also flooded.

Horror of New Orleans fire burns social conscience

The fire took just 16 minutes to raze 
the bar, kill the 29 and injure 15 more. 
By then the firemen had put it out but in 
that brief time it had become the worst 
fire tragedy in modern New Orleans his­ 
tory. 
Minutes before the fire, Larson had 
left his friends sitting at a table in the 
second section of the three-room lounge. 
A crowd was gathered around the piano. 
“ 1 nev er saw him again,” said one ol 
Larson’s friends. “ The next time I look 
that way all 1 saw was a wall of fire. 
“ He just got up to walk ov er there. It 
seemed like he had just left. I said a few 
words to this other guy and all of a sud­ 
den somebody hollered fire.” 
1 arson’s friends in the second section 
were the lucky ones. They followed Doug 


Rasmussen, the bar manager, through a 
doorway, into a small theater and out a 
fire door onto an adjoining roof. 
The beer bust had been ov er for 56 
minutes when the fire broke out: other­ 
wise. more would likely hav e died. Be­ 
tween 5 and 7 p.m. there had been 130 
people at The Up Stairs. When the first 
alarm was turned in. only 80 or so were 
still there. 
Officials said more would hav e es­ 
caped had it not been for this plywood 
panels which blocked the windows. 
AH probably could hav e been sav ed, 
said one official, if the patrons had 
scrambled for a clearly marked exit 
rather than the windows. 
A 65-loot snorkel truck backed up to 
the 125-year-old building on the fringe of 
the French Quarter 
tG haul the bodies 
away. Ihere was no other way to bring 
the dead down. A narrow wooden stair­ 
way leading to the lounge had been turn­ 
ed to charcoal. 
A crew from the Orleans Parish coro­ 
ner’s office entered the smouldering bar 


to begin separating the bodies. 
First came the four bodies from the 
men’s room. They were lifted one by one 
and lowered to the street, where stret­ 
chers lined the sidewalk. 
Then came the two from beneath the 
piano. 
The first six bodies were no problem. 
But when it came to separating 
the 
charred and melted pile of flesh near the 
windows, the workers took a long break. 
The horror of the site was written on 
their faces. Two men Pressed in blue 
coroner’s office uniform* bent to grab 
the body of Bill Larson. 
The Rev . Troy Perry, national founder 
o f t h e M e t r o p o l i t a n Community 
Churches, flew in from Los Angeles with­ 
in hours of the fire. 
Besides Larson, the New? Orleans MCC 
had lost at least 10 of its 38 members, 
and Perry was in town to organize a na­ 
tional day of mourning. 
At a brief memorial serv ice the day 
after the fire, Perry said what many had 
thought since the blaze. 


In the gay community it’s pretty well 
believ ed that it was arson,” he said. 
“The fire spread just too quickly.” 
Nearly all the surv iv ors agreed. 
“ It was just like somebody had shot a 
flamethrower through the door,” said 
one of the men at Larson’s table. “The 
flames just went from one side of the 
room to the other like that.” 
New Orleans iJre Superintendent Wil­ 
liam McCrossen said that “you’d just 
hav e to suspect arson. I strongly suspect 
arson.” 


Sev eral witnesses said they smelled so­ 
mething tike gasoline shortly before the 
fires and there were reports of a fight at 
bar moments before the flames. 
But preliminary lab reports by the 
New Orleans Police Department failed to

around the nation at the turn 
of the century. 
Londonderry missed out on 
some of the fun then because 
i t didn’t have a bandstand. 
But it’s never too late, and a 
civic committee thinks 1973 is 
the right year to make up the 
deficiency. 
r 
Th e Londonderry 
Recre* 
* ation Committee, chaired by 
* mailman Charles Fowler, is 
1 working to get a bandstand 
built on the common in time 
for Old Home Day delebra- 
tioiis Aug. 18-19, and the end 
of year-long celebrations of 
the town’s 250th anniversary. 
The committee has an ar­ 
chitect’s model, donated free 
by a music-loving teacher of 
architecture at Massachusetts | 
Institute of Technology (M IT) 
and it has promises of labor 
from three construction firms. 
The town has $1,000 left j 
over from a $2,000 fund allo­ 
cated for a three-day celebra­ 
tion to start the anniversary ! 
year in 1972. 
“ Pm the golden chiseler,” ! 
said Anne Beebe, vice chair- j 
man of the committee, who 
scrounged up so much volun­ 
teer effort last year that 
there was money left over af­ 
ter the big shindig. 
She gained experience in 
seeking funds during 10 years 
in San Francisco, where she 
was on the USO board. 
She has won offers of help, 
supplies and the plans for the 
bandstand. 
“ 1 just went down to MIT 
and asked if maybe an archi­ 
tecture class couldn’t design 
us a shell as a class project.” 
she said. 
Architect-Musician 
“Jeffrey 
Gutcheon, 
w ho 
teaches architecture at MIT. 
t e l e p h o n e d me and said, 
’Can’t 1 do it? I happen to be 
a musician. 1 have some very 
definite ideas on what a shell 
should be.” 
Gutcheon drove through a 
February blizzard to London­ 
derry, a sprawling and fas- 
tgrowing rural township 
10 
miles from the Massachusetts 
state line, with a population 
of more than 5, 000. 
He looked over the com­ 
mon, with its war memorial 
and cannon, sited the bands­ 
tand in his mind, then on 
weekly train rides from his 
New York home to his Boston 
job, drew up the plans and 
built a scale model. 
“ In May he had it designed. 
I’ve been selling it to the 
town ever since,” Mrs. Beebe 
said. 
A simple but contemporary 
design, its front forming the 
long side of a triangle, the 
bandstand would be built of 
wood and painted to harmo­ 
nize with the town hall and 
three churches 
surrounding 
the common. 
“ If we can get everyone to­ 
gether we think we can put it 
up in one week,” Mrs. Beebe 
said. 
This is the second building 
this year 
for which 
Mrs. 
Beebe has helped plan and 
raise funds. Just down Mam­ 
moth Road from the Common 
stands a little red brick li­ 
brary, built when the town li­ 
brary outgrew its corner in 
the grade school building. 
“ We have a lot of spirit 
here,” Mrs. Beebe said.

Mediterranean Sea called 
v as t 's ewer/ 'oil trap' 


PARIS (U PI) — The Medi­ 
terranean 
Sea 
during 
the 
tourist season has become on 
vast sewer and oil trap. 
That is the gist of a report 
on one of the world’s most 
popular vacation areas, pre­ 
pared by the U.N.’s Food and 
Agriculture 
Organization 
(FAO) 
and 
circulated 
by 
UNESCO’s Intergovernmental 
Oceanographic 
Commission 
(IOC) in Paris. 


The IOC, following a meet­ 
ing where a report on Medi­ 
terranean 
filth 
was 
read, 
voted to prepare a plan to get 
off the ground a long-prop­ 
osed worldwide investigation 
of sea pollution. 
The IOC also voted to com­ 
mission a report on the “ state 
of health” 
of the world’s 
bodies of water. 
The FAO report said “ the 
state of pollution in inshore 
waters of the Mediterranean 
has reached a critical level.” 
Sewage and oil 
“ This is due to high quan­ 
tities of domestic sewage dis­ 
charged untreated or only in­ 
sufficiently treated into the 
sea ... and to the industrial 
pollutions and the almost to­ 
tal absence of control over 
them,” the report said. 
The sea also is dirtied by 
oil tankers flushing out their 
tanks 
and 
from 
industrial 
wastes, the report added. 
The most polluted area, ac- 
c o r d i n g 
to 
the 
report, 
stretches 
from 
the 
Costa 
Brava and Barcelona region 
in northern Spain, across the 
entire French coast and into 
the Italian Riviera as far as 
Livorno (Leghorn). 
The coasts of Lebanon and 
Israel are polluted to some 
extent by sewage and “ some 
serious effects” of industrial 
pollution have been reported 
from the seas around Greece, 
Sicily and Turkey. 


More than 9 million people 
live along the 650-mile pol­ 
luted 
French-Spanish-Italian 
coastline. During the tourist 
season 
the 
population 
in­ 
creases in some areas to five 
to ten times normal 
Untreated waste 


“ At least 80 to 90 per cent 
of 
waste 
is 
discharged 
completely untreated directly 
into the sea, and 10 to 15 per 
cent of it is discharged by 
pipelines extending from 328 
to 2,296 feet off the coast in 
France,” the report said. 
Recently the Cannes Cham­ 
ber of Commerce installed 
with fanfare what it said was 
the longest sewer sea pipeline 
extant, stretching 3,937 feet 
into the Mediterranean. Pre- 
v i o u s 1 y , 
swimmers 
on 
France’s fabled Cote d’Azur 
and Riviera had complained 
of paddling by raw sewage. 
However, the FAO report 
said, 
“ Taking into account 
coastal currents and the ef­ 
fect of onshore winds, one has 
to assume that discharge at 
such short distances has in 
most cases only an aesthetic 
effect 
but 
is 
meaningless 
from hygienic aspects.” 
France, 
Spain 
and 
Italy 
plan to build plants to com­ 
pletely purify sewage “ but as 
costs are very high their real­ 
ization will proceed slowly,” 
the report said. 
“ Only 
two 
major 
plants 
have been approved for the 
northern Spain coast and two 
primary (filtering, but not pu­ 
rifying) plants for the sewage 
of some 750,000 people are un- 
d e r 
construction 
on 
the 
French coast,” it said. 
Tourist boycott? 
The FAO report blamed oil 
pollution 
of 
Mediterranean 
beaches on oil transport in 
the sea, and on the fact that 
only five out of 14 oil harbors 
in fhe Mediterranean have 


facilities where tankers can 
flush their oil tanks without 
polluting the water. 
“ Difficulty in selling fish 
with an oily taste is becoming 
more and more frequent,” the 
report said. 
Mediterranean pollution is 
agravated because hte sea is 
j 
nearly enclosed. Water pours j 
into the Mediterranean only j 
from the Atlantic and only on 
j 
the surface, exiting in a deep 
undercurrent. Thus the sea is 
a trap for floating pollutants 
such as oil. 
Monitoring for pollutants is 
carried out in the North and 
Baltic seas where major fish­ 
ing industries are involved, 
but not in the Mediterranean. 


Speculation in scientific cir­ 
cles is that when 
tourists 
turned off by polluted waters 
b o y c o t t 
Mediterranean 
beaches, they will force gov­ 
ernments to build more com­ 
plete sew'age disposal plants 
to 
save 
their 
tourist 
in­ 
dustries. 


Nuclear blas t

No radiation leaked into the 
atmosphere, the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission said. 
It was the 255th announced 
underground nuclear test by 
the AEC since 1963, when the 
United 
States

agreed to ban testing in the 
atmosphere.

“ Althou gh this necessitates the sharing 
of district representation between adja­ 
cent cou nties, we definitely mu st av oid 
the splitting u p of w hat is already a it ac­ 
tion of a district into bits and pieces oi 


d i s t r i c t s 
inv olv ing 
sev eral 
other 
cou nties.” 
Ay ala 
said 
he 
believ ed 
coterm inu s 
lines m u st be u sed w herev er possible 
and that senatorial districts shou ld be di­ 
v ided into two Assem bly districts withou t 
ov erlapping. 
“ We av erage one election ev ery three 
day s in ou r cou nty ,” Ay ala continu ed. 
“ We hav e a general election inv olv ing 
m ore than 
50 
self-gov erning 
districts 
coming u p in N ov em ber, together with 
the statew ide tax initiativ e election. 
“ This 
allows 
u s 
only 
abou t 
three 
m onths to m ake the changes necessitated 
by 
reapportionm ent 
betore 
Febru ary 
when candidacy is declared for ju dicial 
office in the prim ary election.” 
In order for the cou nty to accu rately 
and effectiv ely m ake these changes an 
early decision on reapportionm ent is re­ 
qu ired, Ay ala said. 


“ If y ou can giv e u s this (early deci­ 


sion) combined with a m inim u m of ov er­ 


lapping and av oid splitting ou r fractions 


of districts, we estim ate we can sav e 


$100,000 in the nex t -eight y ears, or be­ 


tween now and the nex t reapportion­ 


m ent,” the su perv isor said. 


He ex plained that district splitting, and 
hav ing to share districts with neighbor­ 
ing cou nties, cau ses seriou s difficu lties in 
a cou nty which 
cov ers 20,006 
squ are 
miles, com prises cne-eighth of the land 
area in California and is recognized as 
the largest cou nty in the world. 


“ Before we ev en begin to talk abou t 
the con 
tsional, senatorial and A ssem ­ 
bly situ ., on,” Ay ala said, “ 1 w ant to 
point ou t that we hav e fiv e su perv isorial 
districts, 132 special tax and ju dicial dis­ 
tricts, 14 u nilied school districts, 22 ele­ 


m entary 
school 
districts, 
three 
high 
school districts, sev en com m u nity college 
districts and 14 incorporated cities re­ 
qu iring 120 elections a y ear or an av er­ 
age of one ev ery three day s.” 
C u rrently San B ernardino Cou nty has 
the m ajor portions of two congressional 
districts (33rd and 38 th) which it shares 
with Los Angeles and R iv erside cou nties, 
one and a qu arter senatorial districts 
(20th and 36th) and two and a half As­ 
sem bly district (7 2nd, 7 3rd and 35th). 
, The three special m asters w ere ap­ 
pointed 
by the 
State 
Su prem e 
Cou rt, 
which assu m ed ju risdiction ov er reappor- 
ticnm ent 
after 
the 
State 
Legislatu re 
failed to m eet a deadline to reapportion 
state legislativ e and congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
The panel is ex pected to com e u p with 
recom m endations on reapportionm ent for 
the state cou rt.

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Presidents flop 
in second terms 


Shortly before the W aterg ate 
revelations cast 
doubt on whether he would serve out his con­ 
stitutionally and electorally alloted 
“four 
more 
y ears.” President Nix on sug g ested to Cong ress that 
il mig ht favorably consider an amendment limiting 
future presidents to a sing le term of six y ears. 
There is at least one g roup still actively cam ­ 
paig ning for repeal of the 22nd Amendment, which 
limits a president to two four-y ear term s (or one 
tern}, if he served more than two y ears of the term 
of some other person who had been elected presi­ 
dent ). 
It has been 
was passed by 
charg ed that the 22nd Amendment 
a Republican Cong ress in 1947 as a 
soil of postmortem reveng e on Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. the only man to have been elected president 
m ore than twice. 
In the lig ht of history since then, it may not be 
.unreasonable to sug g est that FDR’s successors, both 
Democratic and Republican, as well as the nation 
itself, mig ht have been better served had Cong ress 
seen fit to limit each president to just one tour of 
duty — either the four y ears to which he was elec­ 
ted in his own rig ht or. if he succeeded from the 
vice-presidency , to the remaining term of his prede­ 
cessor. 
With 
the ex ception of John F. Kennedy , who did 
not Jive to run for re-election, every president since 
FDR scored his g reatest successes in his first term , 
whether it was of shorter or long er leng th, only to 
see his second term blig hted in one way or another. 
First was H arry S. Truman, who between 19 45 
and 19 48 presided over the conclusion of World 
War II, the rebuilding of Europe throug h the M ar­ 
shall Plan and the thwarting of a Communist takeo­ 
ver in Greece. Then came the Berlin Blockade, Rus­ 
sia’s ex plosion of an atom bomb, influence peddling 
scandals in Washing ton and alleg ations of hig h-level 
treason, the dismal war in Korea and its accom­ 
pany ing inflation. 
The second term 
of 
the 
immensely 
popular 
Dwig ht D. Eisenhower was pretty much four blah 
y ears, and when he retired to make way for his 
successor, it was after a campaig n in which the 
Democrats 
hammered 
on 
the 
theme 
that 
the 
country had fallen behind in every thing from mis­ 
siles to space ex ploration to education to racial prog ­ 
ress to economic g rowth. 
Both Ly ndon B. Johnson and Richard M. Nix on 
achieved historic accomplishments in their early 
presidential y ears, the one on the domestic front, 
the other in international affairs. The woes that la -. 
ter befell both are to fresh in memory to need re­ 
capitulation. 
The really interesting thing is that Truman, Ei­ 
senhower, Johnson and Nix on were aJJ either elected 
or re-elected by impressive marg ins and that, in 
fact, the g reater their electoral victories, die more 
precipitious their subseq uent falJ f rom popularity 
and effectiveness. 
It is as if events conspire ag ainst a man after he. 
as we say , receives a “ m andate” from the people* 
and that, crises he avoided or surmounted before 
suddenly accumulate bey ond his ability to resolve 
them. 
It is also as if we very q uickly wears of the man 
to whom we have g iven our mandate and 
im­ 
patiently speculate about a possible successor while 
the incumbent’s body is still flushed with life. 
Since World War II at any rate it seems to be a 
peculiar perversity of history that the more we like 
|L president at the heig ht of his career, thp happier 
are when he leaves office.

throug h ovels. 
In such a society , there’s little need for the “libe­ 
rating laug hter” of the -cabaret.

Nixon's 'stop Wallace' plot revealed 


VASHINGTON — To eliminate Georae

WASHINGTON — To eliminate Georae 
Wallace as a threat to President Nix on's 
re-election, the White House not only 
smug g led $400,(XK) in cash to his political 
rivals in Alabama but also broug ht pres­ 
sure on him throug h a tax investig ation 
of his brother. 
Long before 
the 
1972 election, 
the 
President knew from his secret polling 
that Wallace at the head of a third-party 
ticket would drain votes from him. The 
polls showed as many as four out of five 
Wallace voters otherwise favored Nix on. 
The White House, therefore, wanted to 
stop Wallace from running for President 
as an independent. 
Both the secret polling and the stop- 
Wallace strateg y were directed by the 
President’s former chief of staff, H. R. 
Haldeman. So secretive were the moves 
ag ainst Wallace that Haldeman didn’t 
even confide in his brother-in-law. who 
served as a g o-between. 
The White House strateg y in 1970 was 
ro block Wallace from winning back the 
g overns hip of Alabama. This would have 
deprived him of a power base and would 
have reduced his ability to campaig n for 
the presidency in 1972. 


Kalmbach funds 
Haldeman. 
therefore, 
arrang ed 
to 
sneak $400,000 to Wallace’s rivals during 
the 1970 Alabama primary . The mo-

nev was siphoned from surplus cam­ 
paig n funds in the custody of the Presi­ 
dent’s personal lawy er, 
Herbert 
Kal­ 
mbach. 
My sterious arrang ements were made 
for Kalmbach to fly across country and 
hand over the first $100.000 to a strang er 
at New York City ’s Sherry -Netherland 
Hotel. Not long afterwards, Haldeman’s 
brother-in-law, France Raine, delivered 
another $200.000 presumably to the same 
my stery man at the Sherry -Netherland. 
A similar try st was arrang ed at Los Ang ­ 
eles’ Bank of California where Kalmbach 
turned over the final $100.000. 
Neither Kalmbach nor Raine would 
comment on the strang e transactions. 
Sources close to the investig ation told us, 
however, that both men followed blind 
instructions. They were never tcld that 
the money would be used ag ainst Wal­ 
lace, nor did they learn the kientih of 
the bag man. 
We also have been unable to indentifv 
the mvsterv man.

ag ainst Wallace, he also req uested a run­ 
down from the Justice Department of its 
tax case ag ainst Wallace’ close asso­ 
ciates, including his brother Gerald. 
The Justice Department sent back 
a 
confidential prog ress report to the White 
House. According to this document, the 
Internal Revenue Service's audit division 
had found that Gerald Wallace alleg edly 
had omitted leg al-fee income from his 
lax returns in 1967 and 1968. 
The charg e was 
that 
the 
Wallace 
brothers’ law firm was used in funneling 
political kickbacks and that Gerald failed 
to reoort all the income that came to 
Fm throug h the law firm. After deduct­ 
ing laroe losses from his cattle farm, he 
reported a total tax able income of $109.- 
944 in 1967 and $65.980 in 196,8. 
The Justice Department report added 
that, on January 20, 1970, the case was 
referred to Internal Revenue’s crack in­ 
tellig ence division, which handles crimin­ 
al investig ations. A g roup of ag ents from 
virions Southern offices was immediate­ 
ly assembled in Alabama. 
Since we had ex posed the kickback 
them es which led to the tax investig a­ 
tion. details from the prog ress report 
were leaked circuitously to us.

Thinking of suicide? sleep on it! 


Don’t kill y ourself when y ou’re tired. 
Jn three cities now “hot line” telephone 
numbers provide for potential suicides 
counseling by psy cholog ists who listen 
with patience and respond with caution. 
Ail ag ree on one prescription: “Sleep on 
it.” 
Americans are a paradox when 
it 
comes to play ing the odds. 
As horse bettors we study the racing 
form record of every horse in the race — 
when all we have to lose is $2. 
In industry we predicate our advertis­ 
ing or. cost per thousand, having learned 
from ex perience the response percen­ 
tag es. 
Carefully , 
we 
calculate 
and 
con­ 
template the odds before we put money 
in the stock market. We want to know 
the precise point spread before we’ll bet 
on a football g ame where we have noth­ 
ing to lose but money . 
Yet we ig nore the odds on lung cancer 
and g o rig ht on smoking . 


So we may ig nore what the numbers 
are try ing to tell us about suicide, also. 
But here they are any way . 
Statistically , most people kill them­ 
selves in spring time — in rainy April. 
Suicide takes an acknowledg ed 25,000 
American lives each y ear and probably 
7 5.000. Among y oung people it is a “lead­ 
ing cause of death.” 


A hundred doctors kill themselves each 
y ear, according to the American Medical 
Assn. 
A nd 
w h a t e ve r the contributing 
causes—alcohol, 
drug s, 
mental 
prob­ 
lems—the final accessory before the fact 
of self-destruction is “fatig ue.” 
Mrs. Loy ola Green killed herself in 
Holly wood. Fla. The wife of chairman 
Frank Green of Blum Tool Co., she was 
in g ood health and wealthy but, her note 
said, she was “so very ' tired.” 
Richard Dumond of Bates Colleg e in 
Lewiston, Me., author of “ The American 


View of Death,” say s for the acutely 
weary “death represents sleep.” 
The fact that depression is amplified 
by fatig ue is evidenced by a Utah State 
University finding that most suicides are 
between 9 p.m. and midnig ht on Mon­ 
day s. 
Professional phy sicians, astronauts, g e- 
neals, news commentators whose voices 
are potentially sig nificant to others g en­ 
erally discipline themselves in times of 
weariness to postpone important deci­ 
sions, where possible. 
The study of suicide conducted by our 
National Institute of Mental Health has 
been published under the heading : “ Suic­ 
ide Prevention in the Seventies.” It iden­ 
tifies the chemical effects of fatig ue 
which can contribute to irresponsible be­ 
havior. 
In other 
words, 
when 
in 
despair, 
“sleep on it.” 
Don’t kill y ourself when y ou’re tired 
and odds are y ou never will.

OUR M A N IN W ASHINGTON 
U.S. on collision 
course with autos

WASHINGTON — For decades Americans have been teethed 
on steering wheels. From the Model-T to today ’? finest lux ury 
car, the automobile has g rown to be the national security - 
status-success sy mbol. 
Automobile addiction is massive in the land. But if seg ments 
of the land are to be saved, say some, the pain of universal 
withdrawal is necessary . And the decision to chang e our habits 
may be coming sooner than ex pected. 
Energ y conservation has become a concern for every one. A 
few y ears ag o, petroleum ex perts blithely predicted America’s 
oil capacities were g ood for another 400 y ears. How they could 
have been so far wrong is hard to fig ure, until one realizes 
that about every ’ other month Detroit publishes new sales re­ 
cords, showing people are buy ing more and more new cars. 
Of course, there are other factors contributing to fuel short­ 
ag es. As one petroleum official noted recently , national prio­ 
rities fell far short of providing other energ y sources: i.e., 
nuclear power, solar power, g eothermal energ y , and clean coal 
conversion. 
Petroleum companies may have been g uilty of failing to 
fig ure a combination of setbacks in their predictions, but they 
are not g uilty of manipulating the shortag e. It has caug ht 
them as inex orably as the public at larg e. And the increase in 
transportation vehicles can be seen as the corollary for in­ 
creased fuel consumption. 
Moving people and freig ht accounts for about 25 per cent of 
the energ y consumed in the U.S. About half of this is used by 
automobiles For clarification, Petroleum Institute fig ures show 
g asoline demand since 1964 has risen by 84 million g allons a 
day . That trend cannot log ically continue. 
Also, Americans will soon have to choose between the au­ 
tomobile and the clean air they say they want. It isn’t readily 
apparent, but provisions of the 197 0 Clean Air Act are beg in­ 
ning to pose some fundamental chang es in attitudes towards 
the automobile. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie (D-Me.), principal author of the 1970 
bill, said recently : “ America—the most advanced and depen­ 
dent automotive society in the world—has now reached a time 
of testing with the automobile.” 
In the smog -ridden, traffic-cong ested Los Ang eles basin. 
Muskie’s prophecy is most evident. The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Ag necy , acting in the face of ex treme cong ressional and 
public scorn, has concluded the only way to dean the air in 
the basin is by cutting g asoline consumption by as much as 82 
per cent. 
Needless to say , that kind of cutback means many people 
will have to stop driving . There is still 
no thing clearcut to 
determine that the g overnment has the 
rig ht to force citizens 
out of their cars. That test of will may be several y ears in the 
future. Even then, when all sociolog ical and economic aspects 
are fully ex plained, it’s q uite possible the public will rebel 
ag ainst g overnment interference. 
In any event, we are on a collision course with ourselves. 
Energ y resources and clean air are no long er plentiful. Ameri­ 
ca has the wherewithal to conserve both. But Americans also 
have the rig ht to drive the car they want. To make the need of 
one compatible with the desire of the other will mean an 
overhaul of our motorized mania.

“'Jog ” com es from the late Middle English “ shoggen.” and 
for m y m oney it can go right back there.

California, where the whole 
state park concept started, 
maintains 210 separate units, 
ranging from hundreds of feet 
below sea level at the Salton 
Sea to Calaveras Big Trees 
State Park, where the “ en­ 
during

ancient 
Sequoias flourish. 


It was in 1864 that Presi­ 
dent Abraham Lincoln signed 
an act of Congress granting 
Yosemite Valley to California 
for public use. Although the 
state returned it in 1905 as an 
addition to Yosemite National 
Park, it is considered one of 
the first of its kind in the 
country. 
The park system, described 
as one of the most extensive 
in the nation, includes more 
than 8,000 family campsites 
s c a t t e r e d the length and 
breadth of the state. 
Vacationers, can go fishing 
;n half of the parks and can 
swim in more than a third. 


Boat launching or mooring or 
both are provided at 20 sepa­ 
rate park units. 
The Department of Parks 
and Recreation, officially es­ 
tablished in 1927 as the State 
D i v i s i o n of Beaches and 
Parks, gives the following ad­ 
vise to turn vacation plans 
into action: 
“ First, of course, you must 
know what park or parks you

Bliss Machine” (William Mor­ 
row & Co., New York) is 
stuffed with facts on the mar­ 
riage rate; some of the most 
e x p e n s i v e weddings ev er 
staged and a look at some of 
the most unconv entional.

Consider in 1972. there were 
2,269 ,000 marriages

BELGRADE (UPI) - Cu­ 
ban Communist Party leader i 
Fidel Castro accepted an invi­ 
tation from President Tito to­ 
day to visit Yugoslavia, the 
national news agency Tan jug 
said. 
“ It will be a pleasure for 
me to visit Yugoslavia, and I > 
hope to do it soon.” Castro ' 
told a Tan jug correspondent i 
in Havana. “ I have no doubt 
that I will be greeted as a 
welcome guest.” 
Government sources in Bel­ 
grade said the first meeting I 
between Tito and Castro will 
represent an improvement in 
often cool relations between 
nonaligned 
Yugoslavia 
and I 
Moscow-oriented Cuba. 
One of the major political 
differences between the two 
leaders in recent years was j 
Castro’s approval of the So­ 
viet Warsaw Pact invasion ! 
of Czechoslovakia 
in 
1963. 
Tito bitterly opposed the inva- | 
sion. 
Cuba and Yugoslavia have 
maintained diplomatic 
con­ 
tacts since even before the 
Cuban revolution, but Com­ 
munist party contacts in the j 
past have been kept at a min­ 
imum. The most imporant 
event in Yugoslav-Cuban rela­ 
tions up to now was the visit 
to Yugoslavia in 1963 of Er­ 
nesto “ Che” Guevara, Cas­ 
tro’s right-hand man. 
Tito’s invitation to Castro 
was delivered by Stane Do- 
lanc, number two man in the 
Yugoslav Communist party, 
who is now visiting Havana.

Profs develop 


sub for milk 


at less cost

(UPI) 
- 
Three University of Illinois 
professors say they have de­ 
veloped a soybean drink that 
offers all the nutrition bene­ 
fits of milk at about one third 
the cost 
However, 
the 
professors 
said r e c e n t l y that the 
drink is bland and “ tastes 
like nothing” unless it is fla­ 
vored. 
Dr. iMarvin Steinberg, Dr. 
Lun-Shin Wei and Dr. Alvin 
Nelson said the drink is not 
yet on the commercial mar­ 
ket, but several food market­ 
ing firms have expressed an 
interest in it. They said it 
could become “a new food for 
the world.” 
The product, which is off- 
white in color, can be made 
into a beverage, an oleo-like 
spread, a thick cream or a 
food-like yogurt, they said. 
Steinberg said the beverage 
could 
be 
marketed 
as 
a 
blandtasting base or a prefla­ 
vored pasteurized drink. It 
would last longer in the refri­ 
gerator than milk and cost 
about one third as much, 
even considering the soaring 
cost of soybeans, he said. 
He said the drink has as 
much protein as milk with ca­ 
lories equal to those in 2-per­ 
cent fat milk. 
Steinberg said in many cul­ 
tures milk has not been avail­ 
able for so long that residents 
have developed a resistance 
to the lactose it contains and 
cannot drink it.

broke, Dean, armed with a 
stack of documents and 
a 
startling 245-page statement 
detailing his and the role of 
others in the scandal, brought 
himself into 
direct 
conflict 
with the White House. 
Among other incriminating 
documents, he released a list 
of “ enemies” of the White 
House containing the names 
of 200 prominent journalists, 
actors, businessmen, and la­ 
bor leaders. The enemies, in­ 
cluding such figures as en­ 
tertainer Carol Channing and 
C B S 
broadcaster 
Daniel 
Schorr, were sometimes sing­ 
led out by the administration 
for harassment, Dean said. 


The White House counterat­ 
tacked with a statement cal­ 
ling Dean the “ mastermind” 
of the cover-up and his “ pat­ 
ron,” former Attorney Gener­ 
al John N. Mitcheil, respon­ 
sible for the burglary. Dean 
refuted the allegations. Later,

White 
House 
said

statement should not be con­ 
sidered as originating from 
the President. 
By week’s end, Republican 
committee member Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr. had accused the 
administration of trying to in­ 
timidate him and the com­ 
mittee suggested that Presi­ 
dent Nixon make a formal re­ 
ply, perhaps under oath, to 
Dean’s charges.

Although long-winded gibber­ 
ish is stoutly rooted as one of 
bureaucracy’s most insuffe­ 
rable by-products, there is a 
way to make use of it. 
Take . Suzanne 
Schroeder, 
for intance. She collects it. 
The slim, 27-vear-old state 
worker has for the past two 
years compiled the brightest 
gems of “ official” writing 
abuses and misuses in 
a 
monthly column she edits for 
a state agency newsletter. 
She calls it “ gobbledygook.” 
A sample: 
“ 
In 
potential 
Problem 
Analysis, 20-20 hindsight in 
reverse is applied to identify 
future problems that 
may 
keep the plan from being suc­ 
cessful.” — From a training 
m a n u a l given department 
managers. 
Frequently, 
although 
she 
admits it is “not always pos­ 
sible,” Miss Schroeder in­ 
cludes a translation for the 
benefit of her readers. 
For the above, she offers 
the plausible explanation that 
20-20 hindsight 
in 
reverse 
means simply good foresight. 
The point of her column, 
b e s i d e s entertainment, is 
“ w a r on 
gobbledygook,” 
which she defines as: 
“ A 
word to describe the indirect 
and roundabout expressions 
that cloud the mind of those 
that use them as well as 
those that try to read them.” 
Some examples: 
“ The occupational incidence 
of the demand change is un­ 
likely to coincide witn the oc­ 
cupational 
profile of those 
registered at the employment 
office.” —From a Department 
of Labor publication. 
“ The objective of this pilot 
study is to process trans­ 
actions documents generated 
from these departments in a 
more 
rapid 
and 
accurate 
manner. The effort includes a 
substantial training process 
and major changes in the 
method by which documents 
flow. If this pilot effort is ef­ 
fective, there will be a major 
improvement in the speed 
with which transactions pro- 
c e s s i n g 
i s ’ completed.” 
—From a state 
Personnel 
Board report. 
The translation: If we suc­ 
ceed, we will have been suc­ 
cessful. 
Occasionally 
there 
are 
cases of official double-talk 
that need Vio translation. Here 
is Miss Schroeder’s favorite: 
Worker’s account of acc- 
dent —“ When I pushed the 
file drawer closed, my right 
thumb got caught in the dra­ 
wer.” 
Supervisor’s account of the 
same accident —“ Failure of 
(employe) to accurately esti­ 
mate drawer closure speed 
for timely removal of digit.” 
That also illustrates one of 
Miss Schroeder’s pet theories 
— that gobbledygook is a pro- 
d u c t of supervisors 
and 
middle-level executives. 
“ Those at the very top are 
pretty good writers. I guess 
that’s one of the reason 
they’re at the top,” she says. 
“ 
And ordinary 
employes 
seem to have little trouble 
making themselves unders­ 
tood, although they don’t al­ 
ways have to write as much.” 
Th&i there are those cases 
that defy definition. The fol­ 
lowing was in the instructions 
of a state Personnel Board 
test: 
“ If you find a word in the 
narrative which could mean 
the same as the numbered 
word then on the anwer ltae 
on the answer sheet num­ 
bered the same as the num­ 
bered word, mark the answer 
which corresponds to the let­ 
ter code of the line of the nar­ 
rative containing the word 
you have chosen.” 
Her material comes from 
her own readhig and clippings 
sent to her from other work­ 
ers at the capital. But she is 
very strict that it must be ge­ 
nuine gobbledygook and not 
s i m w y technical language 
written from one expert to 
another. 
Miss Schroeder insists that 
it almost impossible to un­ 
derstand. “ Most of it,” she 
says, “ ends up in the garbage 
ca v i.” 
P e r h a p s , she explain, 
bureaucrats 
“ over 
intellec- 
tualize,” wanting to sound im­ 
portant and offcial. Maybe 
it’s easier just to fake so­ 
mething they don’t quite un­ 
derstand. 
A sign not far from her 
desk says: 
“ I know you believe you un­ 
derstand what you thimk 1 
said, but I am not sure you 
realize that what you heard is 
not what I meant.”

Beware of shady lenders 
in second mortgage loans

POMONA — Recent hear­ 
ing s in the state leg islatu re 
on motg ag e lending practice- 
hav e shown that it is still pos­ 
sible to be v ictimized by a 
fring e of shady lenders, said 
Jam es Odom, president of the 
Pomona Valley Board of Re­ 
altors. 
‘‘Being spotlig hted were the 
indu strial loan companies and 
mortg ag e loan brokers who 
specialize in second mortg a­ 
g es,” he added. ‘‘While most 
prov ide 
a 
u sefu l 
serv ice, 
there are among them those 
who prey on the u nsu specting , 
g ou g ing carefu lly ju st inside 
the law.” 
Basically , the second mort­ 
g ag e is a dev ice to tide a 
property owner ov er a finan­ 
cial bind, ft may be u sed to 
refinance pr ope r t y , con­ 
solidate debts, prov ide money 
for pay ing tax es, remodelling 
and repairs, or to make u p a 
shortag e in down pay ment, 
Odom ex plained. 
“ Let’s look at the latter as 
an ex ample,” he said. 
“A 
Family is bu y ing a $25.000 
hou se. The down pay ment re­ 
qu ired is $5,000, bu t it can 
scrape tog ether only $2,500. 
So a lender ag rees to prov ide 
the additional $2.500, taking a 
second mortg ag e on the prop­ 
erty as secu rity .

Women blaze 


new trails, 


fight fires

SUPERIOR, Colo. (UPI) - 
When the siren wails atop this 
tc'vn’s red brl'k firehouse, 
the 
firelighters 
drop 
their 
ironing, dusting, washing and 
other housewife:y chores to 
respond. 
The Superior, Colo., Volun­ 
teer 
Fire 
Department—the 
day 
crew, 
that is—is com­ 
posed of women. 
T h e siren’s three-minute 
call lias pierced the air fewer 
than a dozen times in the 
past year and a half, and 
each time 
the six 
women 
have grabbed their white hel­ 
mets and black bunker coats 
and 
headed for the 
depart­ 
ment’s one-and-a-half ton 1948 
pump truck. 
“ WVve had only three ac­ 
tual fires since the 
depart­ 
ment started,” said Marlene 
Machin, 35, wife of Chief Jack 
Machm, 37. Mrs. Machin has 
been » member of the depart­ 
ment Since its inception. 
“ That first fire was only a 
wheatfield,” she said. “ We 
had problems with the truck. 
Then we couldn’t 
get 
the 
pump started. It was a good 
thing the fire was not a bad 
one.” 
Population: 230 
Superior, Colo., population 
230, is a sleepy, rural commu­ 
nity just south of the 25-mile 
expressway between Boulder, 
Colo., 
and 
Denver. 
Mobile 
homes and modest brick and 
frame houses face onto the 
t o w n ’ s tree-lined 
streets. 
There are no stores in Super­ 
ior and most of the people 
work and shop in Denver and 
Boulder. 
“ We used to receive fire 
protection 
from 
Louisville, 
Colo., which is about 
five 
miles away,” said 
Machin, 
who became chief in Febr­ 
uary after two years as assis­ 
tant chief. 
“ They did a real good job 
of giving us protection. But 
then one day about two years 
ago they decided to form a 
tax district here and every­ 
body in Superior balked. 
“ So Louisville told us they 
wouldn’t go outside their city 
limits and protect us any­ 
more.” 
M a c h i n , a maintenance 
man for the Boulder Valley 
School system, said a group 
of Superior citizens met and 
decided the town needed its 
own fire department. 
Men net around 
“ But then we faced a prob­ 
lem,” Machin said. “ We de­ 
cided we would have to have 
women 
as 
firefighters, 
at 
least during the day. There 
are always women in town, j 
but you can never guarantee 
that a man will be around. 
“So we set it up with 10 
men, mostly for nights and 
weekends, 
and six women, 
mostly for use during week 
days.” 
All 16 department members 
have been trained in first aid, j 
fire fighting and the use of 
equipment and other neces­ 
sary skills. And all have nur- ! 
sed a heavy, two-inch hose in­ 
side a burning building during 
practice fires, supervised by 
mo r e experienced 
depart­ 


ments. 
The second fire the women 
fought was a bad one. A mo­ 
bile home exploded because 
of a gas leak, destroying the 
home and threatening several 
others nearby. Flaming debr­ 
is was thrown hundreds of 


feet.

They got there 
quickly and went about their 
business. Hell, some of the 
women are more qualified to 


fight fires than some of the 
men.” 
Need, not philosophy 


The six women who form 
the day crew are all tough- 
minded 
realists. 
All 
agree 
women’s liberation had noth­ 
ing to do with volunteering 
for the department and al­ 
though opinions vary, most 
have little good to say about 
the movement. 
“ 1 think women’s lib is a 
b u n c h of baloney,” 
Mrs. 
Machin said. “ It was a mat­ 
ter of necessity—we needed 
fire 
protection—not 
philoso­ 


phy-” 
Edith Barcus, 52, a veteran 
of 3b vears of marriaes, the 
mother of four children and 
the 
elected 
leader 
of 
the 
w o m e n , summed up the 
group’s feelings best. 
“ I 
joined 
because 
they 
needed me,” she said. “ I’m a 
farm 
woman 
and 
I’m 
ca­ 
pable. Women’s lib played no 
part in it.” 
New unity in town 
Superior has changed since 
the department started; there 


is a new sense of unity in the 


town. The town and depart­ 


ment raised the money for 


the pump truck, purchased 


last February, and for mate­ 
rials to build the new station. 
The men did most of the con­ 
struction work. 


“ There’s been a kind of ex­ 
citement around here,” Mrs. 
Machin said. “ When the siren 
goes on the station roof—we 
don’t know if it’s practice or 
real—everybody and his dog 
shows up to watch 
what’s 
going on.” 
But while the women enjoy 
the 
work, they share 
one 
fear: The next alarm might 
be a really big residential fire 
and children or old people 
might be trapped inside. 


“ For small children, fires 
are really, really bad,” Mrs. 
Machin said. 
“ I don’t krow 
how we’d react. 1 think we’d 
all be calm. But we are all 
really scared of answering a 
call 
with children trapped.

But Franscioni is the excep­ 
tion, rather than the rule, in 
the rebuilding of this tiny 
Sacramento R iver community 
of 900 persons at the north 
end oi Andrus. 
Brannan and Andrus were 
flooded up to 25 feet deep 
June 21, 1972 when a tiny leak- 
appeared in the levee keeping 
out the San Joaquin R iver 
and it grew into a gaping 300- 
foot hole, letting 53 billion 
g a l l o n s 
of 
water 
pour 
through. 
A 
makeshitt, 
emergency 
levee was thrown up around 
this town, but the lapping wa­ 
ter soon reduced it into silt ana 
surged through two-thirds of 
the community, sparing only 
the main business district. 
No deaths 
Miraculously there were no 
deaths or serious injury—but 
damage totaled a staggering 
$25 million. 
T h r e e-hundred and fifty 
houses and 126 mobile homes 
were lost. 
Sixteen 
marinas 
were destroyed and 42 other 
businesses sustained damage. 
Flood waters also destroyed 
a 
pickle 
factory, 
sending 
thousands of pickles floating 
toward the sea and acre after 
acre 
of 
prime 
agriculture 
land for barley, corn, alfalfa, 
wheat, tomatoes and safflo- 
wer were wiped out. 
President Nixon designated 
both islands major disaster 
areas. 
It took six months to pump 
th e 
two 
islands 
dry—but 
people started moving back 
as soon as the water began 
dropping. 
Six-hundred of the city’s 900 
residents have returned and 
are ntfw rebuilding, said Fire 
Chief Cecil Tomlin. The other 
300, he added, are planning to 
return. 
“ At the present time the 
city is doing very well,” Tom­ 
lin said. “ We have a lot of 
new building permits. It’s re­ 
ally surprising how fast the 
recovery has been.”
